Andrew Swanso n, a brakeman o n 
the Brainerd & N o rthern Minneso ta, 
was instantly killed at Birch hill o n 
Tuesday afterno o n at 2 o ’clo ck, and 
the remains were bro ught to this city 
where his family lives. 
Ju st exactly 
ho w the accident happened 
do o ne 
kno ws. A train lo ad o f lo gs, in charge 
o f Co nducto r Charles M iflspaugh and 
Engineer J. H allett was being hauled 
to camp 8, Mr. Swanso n ana J. H 
Camero n being the brakemeu. Swan­ 
so n was seen o n to p o f a car lo ad o f 
lo gs as the train was m aking the up­ 
grade fo r the hill. 
As the train 
dro pped o ver the hill the engiueer 
called fo r brakes and Camero n a, 
plied the same to the rear end o f tfie 
train the strain was such as to cause 
the train to part in the middle, a link 
breaking, and o n the do wn grade the 
two sectio ns came to gether and de­ 
railed a car. 
When tne train sto pped 
the crew missed Swanso n and went 
back to lo o k fo r him, finding hie bo dy 
crushed o at o f any semblance to 
human fo rm abo ut 300 yards fro m 
where the train sto pped lying in the 
m iddle o f t he track. 
W bether he was 
erked o ff the car when the train 
ro ke in two o r missed his fo o ting 
while clim bing do wn fro m the lo ad o f 
lo gs no o ne kno ws o r ever will kno w. 
He was a man abo ut 30 years o f 
age and had wo rked fo r the co mpany 
fo r a lo ng time, being co nsidered by 
them o ne o f their mo st careful and 
trusty men. 
Deceased was m arried, 
his wife at the tim e o f the accident 
being very serio usly ill. 
The remains were buried W ednes­ 
day afterno o n in Evergreen cemetery, 
the No rthern Mill Co ., thro ugh its 
agent Mr. Stitt, attending to the de­ 
tails and rendering all the assistance 
po ssible. 
A co ro ner’s inquest was impannelled 
at Lo sey & Dean’s undertaking ro o ms 
co nsisting o f H. L Co hen, D. L. Slipp. 
Geo . N. Day, Fred Lnken, R. Parker 
and E. M Westfall, who viewed the 
remains and listened to all the evi­ 
dence o btainable, go ing to the N o rth­ 
ern Myi Co .’s plant at Rice lake to 
view th e lo gging cars which are used 
and after carefully weighing all the 
testimo ny and co nsidering the facts 
in the case came to the fo llo wing 
verdict: 
That said Andrew Swanso n came 
to his death by falling fro m a lo gging 
train o n the Brainerd & No rthern 
Minneso ta railro ad, at o r near camp 
8, o n Tuesday, June 20th, 1893, at 2 
p. m., caused by the breaking invtwo 
o f said train, Swanso n being thro wn 
under the wheels. 
The jury, after 
carefully investigating the m atter 
laid befo re them, do fully exo nerate 
the said railro ad co mpany fro m any 
co ntributo ry negligence.” 


Shut His Sister. 
On Friday night Dr. Gro ves was 
called to the ho me o f Wm. Peterso n, 
so me twelve miles fro m Brainerd o n 
the M ills Lacs ro ad, to attend his 
daughter Mary Peterso n, who was in 
a very dangero us co nditio n fro m a 
gun sho t wo und accidentally inflicted 
by her eeveu-year-o ld bro ther- 
The 
Peterso n’s are a well to -do family and 
o n thia fatal night the bo y was pre­ 
paring to Mart fo r the cattle wnile 
Mary, his sister, was m attendance at 
the bedside o f a sick infant, a yo unger 
member o f the family, in ano ther 
ro o m. 
The yo ung lad go t his father’s 
Sharps rifle o ff the pegs to take alo ng 
with nim as the wo lves were num er­ 
o us and bo wanted a sho t at o ne o f 
them. 
Usually the gun was no t 
lo aded, but o n this evening there 
happened to be a cartridge in the 
m agazine aud as he to o k it do wn he

The gnu was dis­ 
charged, the ball go ing thro ugh the 
do o r into the ro o m where Mary Peter 
so n was, striking her in the left 
sho ulder, passing thro ugh her chest 
and co ming o ut o f her back. 
When 
the do cto r arrived he knew the girl 
co uld no t survive lo ng, but she lived 
until 4 o ’clo ck in the m o rning. 
The 
case was a very sad o ne and the bo y 
who did the sho o ting is almo st dis 
trade d as also are his parents.

Andrew Swanson, a brakeman on 
the Brainerd & N orthern Minnesota. 
was instantly killed at Birch hill on 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock, anc 
the remains were brought to this city 
where his family lives. 
Ju st exactly 
how the accident happened no erne 
knows. A train load of logs, in charge 
of Conductor Charles M illspangh anc 
Engineer J. Hallett was being hauler 
to camp 8, Mr. Swanson and J. H. 
Cameron being the brakemen. Swan 
son was seen on top of a car load of 
logs as the train was m aking the up­ 
grade for the hill. 
As the train 
dropped over the hill the engineer 
called for brakes and Cameron ai 
plied the same to the rear end of t 
train the strain was such as to cause 
the train to part in the middle, a link 
breaking, and on the down grade the 
two sections came together and de­ 
railed a car. 
When the train stopped 
the crew missed Swanson and went 
back to look for him, finding hi 
crashed o at of any semblance to 
human form about 300 yards from 
where the train stopped lying in the 
middle of the track. 
W hether he was 
jerked off the car when the train 
broke in two or missed hts footing 
while climbing down from the load of 
no one knows or ever will know, 
e was a mao about 30 years of 
age and had worked for the company 
for a long time, being considered by 
them one of their most careful and 
trusty men. 
Deceased was m arried, 
bis wife at the tim e of the accident 
being very seriously ill. 
The remains were bnried W ednes­ 
day afternoon in Evergreen cemetery, 
the Northern Mill Co., through its 
agent Mr. Stitt, attending to the de­ 
tails and rendering all the assistance 
possible. 
A coroner’s inquest was im pan celled 
at Losev & Dean’s undertaking rooms 
consisting of H. L Cohen, D .E . Slipp. 
Geo. N. Day, Fred Lnken, R. Parker 
and E. M. W estfall, who viewed the 
remains and listened to all the evi­ 
dence obtainable, going to the N orth­ 
ern Mjjl Co.’s plant at Rice lake to 
view the logging cars which are usee 
and after carefully weighing all the 
testimony and considering the facts 
in the case came to the following 
verdict: 
“That said Andrew Swanson came 
to his death by falling from a logging 
train on the Brainerd & Northern 
Minnesota railroad, at or near camp 
8, on Tm^sday, June 20th, 1893, at 
p. m ? caused by the breaidng inMwo 
of said tram, Swanson being thrown 
under the wheels. 
The jury, after 
carefully investigating the m atter 
laid before them. do fully exonerate 
the said railroad company from any 
contributory negligence.”

Canada 
C laim s

U n lit It, 
and AIha th e F irst T roopship. 
It is generally known that the first 
steam-driven v«*ssel to cross the Atlan­ 
tic was built in Canada. The informa­ 
tion is not so general, however, that tills 
same craft was snbequently converted 
int** a cruiser, ami was tin* first steam ­ 
ship engaged in actual war. 
Tho facts in the case are stated in 
“Johnson's Alphabet of First Things 
iu Canada.” The ship was the Royal 
WiHiam. * She was built at the Cove, 
Outlet*, in the w inter of 1830-31, and 
-during the season of 1832-33 plied be- 
tw een Quebec and Halifax. In the lat­ 
ter season sin* was sent to London, 
aud there chartered by the Portuguese 
Government to transport troops intend- 
<•*1 for the service of the late Dom Pe­ 
dro to Brazil. Returning to Loudon, 
sh** was sold to the Spanish Go vc ru­ 
in.'tit, by the latter converted into a 
*ruiser, and employed against 
Don 
Carlos In the Civil W ar of 1836, thus 
tieing the first steam er to fire a hostile 
shot. 
There is still another curious fact 
that may have been overlooked--that 
troops w ithdrawn from Canada, upon 
tim close of the American w ar of 1812- 
15. for the purpose of joining the army 
intended to crush Napoleon after his 
return from Elim. were transported 
down the Bt. Lawrence by a Canadian 
steamer. This was probably the first 
occasion on which a steam vessel was 
used for the purposes of military trans­ 
port. 
Canada, therefore, not only furnished 
the world with the first steam w ar ves­ 
sel, but she almost certainly provided 
the first steam troopship as well.—To­

Successful corn cultivation depends 
much upon thorough preparation be­ 
fore planting, but cultivation 
proper 
com m ences a fte r planting. 
Then we 
take It for granted that the preparation 
was right. 
The first cultivation de­ 
pends as to tim e much upon the w eath­ 
er. If w’urni au*l seed likely to germ i­ 
nate quickly w e should w ant it har­ 
row ed w ithin three days, or at least 1 m*- 
fore 
the 
hIhk Us 
w ere 
through 
the 
ground. If there should Im* a ruin, then 
harrow anyhow , just as soon as the soil 
will crum ble, so that a crust will not 
form . T here are tw o reasons why a 
crust should not be allowed to form . 
Many stalks will be unable to force 
their w ay upw ard, and w hen once d« *- 
form ed. even if afterw ards the ol*struc­ 
tion is removed, the stalk Yvill 
not 
am ount to much. Then a crust allows 
the form ation of capillary tulK*s. aud 
thus there is a rapid escape of m oist­ 
ure. 
Keeping the surface loose pre­ 
vents this. 
W e are not w riting theory w ithout 
practice ami we know how there may 
com e a “rainy spell’” ami our plans for 
harrow ing before the corn is up m ay 
m iscarry am i then the weeds get a 
start, but the crust will not form, and 
the nex t fM*st thing to do is to harrow 
afterw ard am i if you have a lever har­ 
row with sm all t**# *th. throw the teeth 
well back and drive In. T here w*tll Is* 
a stalk broken out now ami then, but 
so m any we**ds will 1** killed aud the 
soil stirred close to and in the hills 
tha t the gain is much m ore than the 
loss. W e advise at least tw o harrow*- 
Ings before plowing with the cultivat­ 
or, then the corn will Is* of much larg­ 
er sice and easier to plow. 
F o r first tim e w hh tin* cultivator, 
each way, if check rowed, let the plows 
run deep. Then as tin* r**ots com e to 
occupy m ore ground, let the plowing* 
be shallow. 
Do uot disturb the roots, 
though we do not say tha t in moist cli­ 
m ates ami w**t seasons the breaking of 
r**ots would do any hurt, and the deep 
plowing might Im* an advantage iu tear­ 
ing up aud covering weeds, so ea**h 
m ust study the surroundings in these 
si*ceial locations or seasons. 
As to the num ber of tim es of cultiva­ 
tion, that depends. 
If the soil crusts, 
we should plow after every rain that 
is 
followed by w eather that 
brings 
about that sta te of soil. Iu every case 
we should plow often enough to k*s*p 
surface loose am i fine. W hile far iiortli 
reader* are jM*rhaj*s cultivating first 
time, or probably still 
planting, we 
have been over ours the fourth time, 
and it Is only knee-high at this writing. 
We think the grouml should be k**pt 
stirred until It is well shaded by the 
growing com . 


com binations In a way difficult to for- 
cast and 
often

stand. Tin* inex perienced dairym an al­ 
w ays undervalues bran. It looks light 
and chaffy as pulverized shavings, and 
seem s to Ik* m ere lmUs w ith no n utri­ 
tive part of the grain left.

the cow gives m ore milk. This is ui*m 
the supposition that corn k* utiliz**d.as 
it should be, for a jsirt of the ratiuai. 
By com . is m eant tin* w hole corn plant, 
for the entire plant is better 0*» ry food 
than the ear alone. Theory is sugges­ 
tive and indicates the line <kf ex in*rl- 
raentation. but actual practice alone 
confirms. Science helps the. pwictition- 
er. saving him innum erable blunders; 
but a success ig practice is w orth a 
thousand theories evolved In a lalMira- 
tory. 
Early in w inter we spoke of tho 
ex cellent 
results 
from feeding four 
pounds of bran per day to cow s fed 
liberally upon corn fodder partially de- 
prived of ears*. T he sam e success Is 
still obtained from this f**od. Chang­ 
ing outs for bran has certainly proved 
to be a paying business iu our dairy.

The ticks are especially 
noticeable In cases w here the ra ttle 
have access to thickly wooded pastures 
with much underbrush. 
In cultivated 
fields w here crops are l***ated ticks 
are alm ost unknown. 
G*h*per I'utice 
state* that the prevention of Southern 
cattle fever by the rem oval of ticks 
Is base*! upon the investigation of the 
United States bureau of anim al indus­ 
try. 
By taking advantage of the cli­ 
m ate, uud using rcux slic^ the cuttle 
and pastures may Is* fr» *cd from the 
ticks. 
All cattle intended for tmusi>or- 
tatiou to N orthern fields should lie tints 
freed. 
M. Francis recom m ends spray­ 
ing the ra ttle with any g o o d sbt*ep 
d ip , 
by which gravity Is us**d to force the 
liquid through u rubber pipe and js*r- 
forated nozzle, in a m anner sim ilar to 
the spraying of plants.

objects are specified as folows: i. To 
ascertain w hether shorn or un>t:orn 
lam bs will gtoe the ls*st returns for the 
fomi consum ed in winter. 
2. To ascer­ 
tain the relative gains tha t will result 
from liliem l feeding at such a time. 
3. To ascertain the cost of feeding 
lamlM for fattening purposes 
in the 
w inter season on the ration used in 
this ex perim ent. 4. To ascertain the 
ndaptibUity of the w ork to the condi­ 
tions of Ontario. T w enty laml>s w ere 
selected and the feeding com m enced 
Deoeml>er 3. 
Ten lamlw w ere shorn 
weighed. Tho px iM-riiueut closed April 
12, and the folowiug conclusions are 
given: 
1. T hat grnx l grade lam bs x vlien 1m*- 
ing fatten ed in w inter m ay be m ade to 
m ade to increase 2 2 6 3 lb., or a little 
m ore than one quarter pound |s*r day 
on a daily ration of 1.2 7f lbs. grain aud 
bran. r» ll» s. roots and 1.4 18 lbs. hay, or 
a total of T.iib lbs.

H n ln iuic H o g i f o r P r o f i t . 
W hat we as farm ers w ant, says a 
Writer in Farm , Field and Fireside, 
is a good breed of hogs and then stay 
w ith them ; no m atter as to the price of 
corn, stay w ith the hogs. 
From the tim e the pigs aro three 
to four w eeks old allow them som e­ 
thing m ore tluiu the m other’s milk; mid­ 
dlings or ground oats and com Yvet 
w ith milk or w ater are relished by 
them ; as soon as w eaned feed soaked 
corn and give plenty of w ater or milk, 
allow them the run of good clover 
pasture, turn them into the Yvheat or 
oat fields as soon as the grain has been 
harvested, they will pick up m any a 
loose head tha t would otherw ise be 
lost. 
By the first to the middle of Septem ­ 
ber confine them to close but com forta­ 
ble quarters anil feed all the com the 
will eat, not neglecting to allow them 
pienty of pure cold w ater to drink. And 
do not be too high-minded to got right 
in am ong your hogs, speak gently and 
rub them , they will do lM*ttcr.

them regularly aud be ready to 8**11 
a t eight or ten m onths old a t an aver­ 
age w eight of tw o hundred and fifty 
to three hundred pounds, and m y word 
for it you will succeed in raising hogs 
for profit.

Successful corn cultivation depends 
much upon thorough preparation be 
fore planting, but cultivation 
proper 
com mences a fte r planting. 
Then we 
take it for granted th at the preparation 
was right. 
The first cultivation de­ 
pends as to tim e much upon the w eath­ 
er. If w arm and seed likely to germ i­ 
n ate quickly w e should w ant it har­ 
row ed w ithin three days, or at least lx*- 
fore 
the 
shoots w ere 
througii 
the 
ground. If there should la* a rain, then 
harrow anyhow , ju st as soon as the soil 
will crum ble, so th a t a crust w ill not 
form. T here are tw o reasons why a 
crust should not be allowed to form . 
M any stalks will bt? unable to force 
their w ay upw ard, and w hen once de­ 
formed. even if afterw ards Hie obstruc­ 
tion is removed, the stalk will 
not 
am ount to much. Then a crust allows 
the form ation of capillary tubes, and 
thus there Is a rapid escape of moist­ 
ure. 
K eeping the surface loose pre­ 
vents this. 
W e are not w riting theory w ithout 
practice and we know how there may 
com e a "rainy spell”' and our plans fur 
harrow ing before the corn is up may 
m iscarry am i then the weeds get a 
start, but the crust will not form , and 
the next lieut tiling to do is to harrow 
afterw ard and if you have a lever har­ 
row w ith sm all teeth, threw the teeth 
well huck and drive in. T here will 1x? 
a stalk broken out now and then, but 
so m any w eeds will la? killed ami the 
soil stirred close to and in the hills 
th a t tin* gain is much more than the 
his*. 
W e advise at least two harrow ­ 
ing* before plowing w ith tho cultivat­ 
or, then the corn will Im* of much larg­ 
er siee and easier to plow. 
F or first tim e w ith th** cultivator, 
each way, if cheek rowed, let th** plows 
nm deep. Then a# the room com*1 to 
occupy m ore ground, let the plowing* 
tx? shallow. Do not disturb the roots, 
though we do not say th a t in moist cli- 
m ates arni w et seasons the breaking of 
r*H»ts would do any hurt, and th** deep 
plowing m ight tx* an advantage in te ar­ 
ing up am i covering weeds, so each 
m ust study the surroundings in these 
special locations or reason*. 
As to the num ber of tim* * of cultiva­ 
tion. th at depend*. 
If the Will crests. 
we should plow after every rain th at 
is 
followed by w eather th a t 
brings 
about th at sta te of soil. Iu every ease 
we should plow often enough to k«s*j* 
surface loose ami fine. W hile far north 
readers ore perhajw cultivating first 
time, or 
probably still 
planting, we 
have been over our* tho fourth tim**, 
am i it is only km s-high at lids writing. 
W e think th** ground should lie kept 
#tirr**d until it is well shaded by the 
growing c o ra 


com binations In a w ay difficult to for- 
east and 
often 
impoSBVile to under­ 
stand. Tho inexperienced dairym an al­ 
w ays undervalues bran. It looks light 
and chaffy as pulverized shavings, and 
seem s to be m ere hulks w ith no n u tri­ 
tive p art of the grain left. B ut w hen 
wa? change from oats to brim we find 
the cow' gives more milk. Thix is upon 
the supposition th at cora is utilized,as 
it should be, fo r a part of the ratioti. 
By cora, is m eant tit*? whole cora plant, 
for the entire plant is b etter jj^irv food 
than tlte ear alone. Theory is sugges­ 
tive am i indicates the line of experi­ 
m entation, but actual practice alone 
confirms. Science helps the, practition­ 
er, saving him innum erable blunders; 
but a success ig practice is w orth a 
thousand theories evolved in a labora­ 
tory. 
Early in w inter we spoke of tho 
excellent 
results 
from fceiling four 
pounds of bran per day to cows fed 
liberally upon corn fodder partially dt*- 
prived of ear*. The sam e success is 
still obtained from this feed. Chang­ 
ing oats for bran has certainly proved 
to be a paying business in our dairy.

Cattle Ticks and Texas Fever. 
R ecent investigations seem to indi­ 
cate th a t ticks are in some way asso­ 
ciated w ith Texas fever. 
M. Francis 
of the T exas station reports th a t In tho 
gulf states the ticks appear in great 
num bers from July to Decem ber. They 
are m ore abundant during hot. dry 
seasons, when the grass 
is 
scarce. 
Shorthorn cattie are very susceptible to 
their attacks. 
The ticks are especially 
noticeable in cases w here the cattle 
have access to thickly wood***! pastures 
w ith much underbrush. 
In cultivated 
fields w here crops are h x atcd ticks 
are alm ost unknown. 
Cooper entice 
states that th*? prevention of Southern 
cattle fever by the rem oval of licks 
is bast'd upon the investigation of the 
I nited States bureau of anim al indus­ 
try. 
By taking advantage of the cli­ 
m ate, and using rem edies til** cattle 
intl pastures may Im* freed from the 
tick*. 
All cat th* intended for transpor­ 
tation to N orthern fields should Im? Tints

Raffling Hogs for Profit. 
W hat we as farm ers w’ant, says a 
w riter in F arm , Field and Fireside, 
is a good breed of hogs and then stay 
w ith them ; no m atter as to the price of 
corn, stay w ith the hogs. 
From the tim e the pigs are three 
to four weeks old allow them som e­ 
thing more than the m other’s milk; mid­ 
dlings or ground oats and cora w et 
w ith milk or w ater are relished by 
them ; as soon as w eaned feed soaked 
corn and give plenty of w ater or milk, 
allow them the run of good clover 
pasture, tu rn them into the w heat or 
oat fields as soon as the grain has been 
harvested, they will pick up m any a 
loose head th a t would otherw ise be 
lost. 
By the first to the middle of Septem ­ 
ber confine them to close but com forta­ 
ble quarters and feed a1] the corn the 
will eat, not neglecting to allow them 
Plenty of pure cold w ater to drink. And 
do not be too high-minded to get right 
in am ong your hogs, speak gently and 
rub them , they will do la tte r. 
Feed 
them regularly and be ready to sell 
a t eight or ten m onths old a t an aver­ 
age w eight of tw o hundred and fifty 
to three hundred pounds, and m y w ord 
fo r it you will succeed in raising hogs 
for profit.

Captain to Rescue n C allaw ay.

Mrs. H. Harmon died at her home 
in the town of Oaklawn, in this county, 
yesterday morning from a paralytic 
stroke.

children id the northwest comer of 
the building, had been wakened by 
police officer when the lire broke out, 
and, after starting her youngsters out, 
bad attempted to save some of her 
effects. The children, all but Celia, 
finding exit impossible by the north 
stairway, went down'the stairs on the 
other end of the building, but the 
mother and her little daughter never 
rot out and were consumed in the 
names. The body of Celia was found 
lying across that of her mother who 
had evidently raised ber bands to 
keep the cruel flames from her face, 
the members still remained in that 
ition when the bodice were found, 
e frantic woman in her agony had 
bitten a huge bit of flesh from the 
back of her hand and the charred 
shreds still clung to her parted lips 
The small girl was literally roasted, 
although her features were easily 
recognizable by those who knew her. 
Mrs. Meagher was about 35 years of 
age and supported her five children 
by taking in dressmaking, her hus­ 
band having been killed several years 
ago in a railroad accident. 
The un­ 
fortunate woman had lately moved 
into the fated building from the 
Pastoret-Stenson block, and was get­ 
ting along comfortably. Her children, 
three boys and a gill, will be cared 
for by her brother, A. C. Kennedy,

Brakeinan 
Falls Beucath 
Wheels anti is Instantly 
Killed. 
Andrew Swanson, a brakeman on 
the Brainerd & Northern Minnesota, 
was instantly killed at Birch hill on 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock, and 
the remains were brought, to this city 
where his family lives. Just exactly 
how the accident happened no one 
knows. A train load of logs, in charge 
of Conductor Charles Miflspaugh and 
Engineer J. Hallett was being hauled 
to camp 8, Mr. Swanson and J. H. 
Cameron being the brakemen. Swan­ 
son was seen on top of a car load of 
logs as the train was making the up­ 
grade for the hill. 
As the train 
dropped over the hill the engineer 
called for brakes and Cameron ap­ 
plied the same to the rear end of the 
train the strain was such as to cause 
the train to part in the middle, a link 
breaking, and on the down grade the 
two sections came together and de­ 
railed a car. 
When the train stopped 
the crew mi seed Swanson and went 
back to look for him, finding his body 
crushed out of any semblance to 
human form about 300 yards from 
where the train stopped lying in the 
middle of the track. 
Whether he was 
jerked off the car wben the train 
broke in two or missed his footing 
while climbing down from the load of 
logs no one knows or ever will know. 
He was a man about 30 years of 
age and had worked for the company 
for a long time, being considered by 
them one of their most careful and 
trusty men. Deceased was married, 
his wife at the time of the accident 
being very seriously ill. 
The remains were buried Wednes- 
day afternoon in Evergreen cemetery, 
the Northern Mill Co., through its 
agent Mr. Stitt, attending to the de­ 
tails and rendering all the assistance 
possible. 
A coroner’s inquest was impannelled 
at Losey & Dean’s undertaking rooms 
consisting of H. I. Cohen, D. L. Slipp. 
Geo. N. Day, Fred Luken, R. Parker 
and E. M. Westfall, who viewed the 
remains and listened to all the evi­ 
dence obtainable, going to the North­ 
ern Mtfl Co.’s plant at Rice lake to 
view the logging cars which are used 
and after carefully weighing all the 
testimony and considering the facts 
in the case came to the following 
verdict: 
“That said Andrew Swanson came 
to his death by falling from a logging 
train on the Brainerd & Northern 
Minnesota railroad, at or near camp 
8, on Tuesday, June 20th, 1893, at 2 
p. m., caused by the breaking inMwo 
of said train, Swanson being thrown 
under the wheels. 
The jury, after 
carefully investigating the matter 
laid before them, do fully exonerate 
the said railroad company from any 
contributory negligence.”

IK*;tl to the jury to decide as their con­ 
science should direct. The court then took 
a recess until 1:45 p. m. 
At 1:45 the court resumed its session 
and the defendant was given an oppor­ 
tunity to speak. 
She said: 
“ I am inno­ 
cent, but I will let.ve the case in your 
hands and with my counsel.” 
Judge Dewey then charged the jury. 
H e told them to disregard tin* previous 
hearings, and defined the different de­ 
grees of murder. H e stated the presump­ 
tion of innocence, which was increased 
by the defendant's character. There m ust 
he u real nixl apprrent motive. 
Every 
fact j roved must Ik* r» asonably consist­ 
ent w ith guilt. 
The g< verinnent d i^ n o t 
show that any body else had the opjs»r- 
tunity to commit tin? crime, but m ust 
prove defendant committed it. 
The jury 
must reason as to the effect of defend­ 
an t's conduct and 
statem ents. 
They 
were not to conclude by exis*rt testimony, 
hut were to apply to it a reasonable judg­ 
ment. 
'1 hey might convijt if satisfied 
that it was done by another party, but 
that def) ndant was present. 
The fact 
that defendant did not testify ought not 
to influence them against her. 
The jus­ 
tice concluded his charge to tin* jury at 
3:15. 
The jury in au hour and twenty 
minutes rctnraed with a verdict of not 
guilty.

Successful corn cultivation depends 
much upon thorough preparation be­ 
fore planting, but cultivation 
proper 
commences after planting. 
Then w*e 
take it for granted that the preparation 
was right. 
The first cultivation de­ 
pends as to time much upon the weath­ 
er. If warm and seed likely to germi­ 
nate quickly w e should want it har­ 
rowed within three days, or at least lie- 
fore the shoots were 
through 
the 
ground. If there should be a rain, then 
harrow anyhow, just as soon as the soil 
will crumble, so that a crust will not 
form. There are two reasons why a 
crust should not be allowed to form. 
Many stalks will be unable to force 
their way upward, and when once de­ 
formed. even if afterwards the olist.ruc­ 
tion is removed, the stalk will not 
amount to much. Then a crust allows 
the formation of capillary tubes, and 
tlms there is a rapid escape of moist­ 
ure. 
Keeping the surface loose pre­ 
vents this. 
We are not writing theory without 
practice and we know how there may 
come a “rainy s|m*U’” and our plans for 
harrowing before the corn is up may 
miscarry and then the weeds get a 
start, but the crust will not form, and 
the next best thing to do is to harrow 
afterward and if you have a lever har­ 
row with small teeth, throw 1 lie teeth 
well back and drive in. There will t»e 
a stalk broken out now and then, but 
so many weeds will fe? killed and the 
soil stirred close to and in thu liiils 
that the gain is much more than the 
loss. We advise at least two harrovv- 
ings before plowing with the cultivat­ 
or, then the corn will Is* of much larg­ 
er size and easier to plow. 
For first time with tin* cultivator, 
each way, if check rowed, let the plows 
run deep. Then as the roots come to 
occupy more ground, let the plowing* 
be shallow. Do not disturb the roots, 
though wo do not say that in moist cli­ 
mates and wet seasons the breaking of 
roots would do any hurt, and tin* deep 
plowing might is* an advantage in tear­ 
ing up and covering weeds, so each 
must study the surroundings in these 
special locations or seasons. 
As to the number of times of cultiva­ 
tion. that depends. If the soil crusts, 
we should plow after every rain that 
is followed by weather that 
brings 
about that state of soil. In every ease 
we should plow often enough to keep 
surface loose and fine. While far north 
readers are perhajis cultivating first 
time, or probably still 
planting, wo 
have been over ours the fourth time, 
and it is only knee-high at this writing. 
We think the ground should be kept 
stirred until it is well shaded by the 
growing corn.

By corn, is meant the whole corn plant, 
for the entire plant is better \Jjprv food 
than the ear alone. Theory is sugges­ 
tive and Indicates the line of experi­ 
mentation, but actual practice jilone 
confirms. Science helps the. practition­ 
er, saving him innumerable blunders; 
but a success ig practice is worth a 
thousand theories evolved in ji labora­ 
tory. 
Early in winter we spoke of the 
excellent 
results 
from feeding four 
pounds of bran per day to cows fed 
liberally upon corn fodder partially de­ 
prived of ears. The same success is 
still obtained from this feed. Chang­ 
ing oats for bran has certainly proved 
to be a paying business in our dairy.

Ileceut investigations seem to indi­ 
cate that ticks are in some way asso­ 
ciated with Texas fever. 
M. Francis 
of the Texas station reports that in the 
gulf states the ticks appear in great 
numbers from July to December. They 
are more abundant during hot, dry 
seasons, when the grass 
Is 
scarce. 
Shorthorn cattle are very susceptible to 
their attacks. 
The ticks arc especially 
noticeable in cases where the cattle 
have access to thickly wooded pastures 
with much underbrush. 
In cultivated 
fields where crops are located ticks 
are almost unknown. 
Cooper Cut ice 
states that the prevention of Southern 
cattle fever by the removal of ticks 
Is bused upon the investigation of tin* 
United States bureau of animal indus­ 
try. 
By taking advantage of the cli­ 
mate, and using remedies tin* cattle 
and pastures may be freed from the 
ticks. 
A ll cattle intended for transpor­ 
tation to Northern fields should l>e thus 
freed. 
M. Frauds recommends spray­ 
ing the cattle with any good sheep dip, 
by which gravity is used to fore.* the 
liquid through u rubber pipe and per­ 
forated nozzle, in a manner similar tu 
the spraying of plants.

What we as farmers want, says a 
writer in Farm, Field and Fireside, 
is a good breed of hogs and then stay 
with them; uo matter as to the price of 
corn, stay with the bogs. 
From the time the pigs are three 
to four weeks old allow them some­ 
thing more than tlie mother's milk; mid­ 
dlings or ground oats aud corn wet 
with milk or water are relished by 
them; as soon as weaned feed soaked 
corn and give plenty of water or milk, 
allow them the run of good clover 
pasture, turn them into the wheat or 
oat fields as soon as the grain lias been 
harvested, they will pick up many a 
loose head that would otherwise be 
lost. 
By the first to the middle of Septem­ 
ber confine them to close but comforta­ 
ble quarters and feed all the corn the 
will eat, not neglecting to allow them 
pienty of pure cold water to drink. And 
do not be too high-minded to get right 
in among your hogs, speak gently and 
rub them, they will do better. 
Feed 
them regularly and be ready to sell 
at eight or ten months old at an aver­ 
age weight of two hundred and fifty 
to three hundred pounds, and my word 
for it you will succeed in raising hogs 
for profit.

Ixjndon kennels, studied the needs of 
dogs, thought out special treatment for 
them and" finally took out patent* on 
foods and medicines, aud in his unique 
business amassed a fortune. 
On Hie 
ground floor the visitor enters the re­ 
ceiving room of the raw materials. 
Thousands 
of 
pounds of butchers’ 
scraps are boiignt here in tin* course 
of a month. 
Oatmeal in wholesale 
quantities aw, tons of herbs are used. 
The old-fashioned dog's bone, lx>neset, 
catnip 
and 
beef-root, under various 
scteLtific names, find a use as fo o d oi 
as medicine. 
The second floor is oc­ 
cupied by four curious machines, with 
great cylinder attachments. 
After the 
fat aud the meat have lw*(*n sorted 
they are ground separately in these 
machines and then placed in great 
wooden tul>s, where various mixtures 
are added. 
The next process seems so much 
like the ordinary linker's work that one 
is quite disposed to taste things, and 
when the round and square cakes of 
a tempting brown have been taken 
from the brick ovens one really envies 
the aristocratic dog. 
After cooling, 
tlie biscuits are packed in neat paste- 
lmard l*>xes. 
According to size these 
boxes are labeled for pet dogs, for

A* in every “gnawer” the beaver's 
skull is armed with two long, ehfsel- 
like teeth in each jaw. says a writer in 
St. Nicholas. 
These teeth are exceed­ 
ingly powerful, aud are to a beaver 
what an ax is to a woodsman. 
One 
such tooth taken from the lower jaw 
of a medium-sized skull (they can Ik * re­ 
moved without difficulty, unlike the 
most of oursi is bent into nearly a 
serui-circle and measures five inches 
along its outer curve. 
Only one inch 
of this length projects from tlie skull. 
The eorrespomiing one from the upper 
jaw is bent into more than a com­ 
plete half circle and measures upon 
its outer face four inches, of which less 
than an inch protrudes from it* bone 
casing. 
In width each tooth is tive- 
eightlis of an inch. Examination of one 
of them reveals the secret of how 
a beaver can perform such feats as 
chopping down a birch tree sixteen 
inches iq diameter, not to speak of 
softer woods like the basswood, of 
much greater size. 
The tooth is com­ 
posed of two materials. 
Alopg the 
outer face or front of tlie tooth is a 
thin plate of exceedingly hard enamel; 
on the inner, forming the body of the 
tooth, is a substance called dentine, 
lH'ing softer, wears away with u*(>; 
the thin enamel remains comparatively 
unworn, so that th<* tooth assumes the 
shape of a keen chisel that never grows 
dull. 
Tho tooth is hollow* at tlie base 
for half its length and is tilhsl with a 
nourishing substance which keeps it 
constantly growing. 
Thus, not only is 
the 
natural wearing away provided 
against, but a certain amouut of wear 
becomes an actual necessity. With such 
instruments the beaver is admirably 
fitted for obtaining its natural food, 
the bark of shrubs and trees.

A trial which has for some time past 
been causing great excitement in Al­ 
geria has come to a conclusion liefore 
tne Constantine Court of Assizes. 
The details of the ease are as follows: 
In February last M. l'laudin, a clerk 
in an important commercial house at 
Jem inapes, the Maison Omnillieri 1're- 
res. left his chib at about 9 o’clock in 
the evening to return home, when a 
shot fired full at his chest stretched 
him dead on the ground. 
As M. Flandin was a man of very 
gentle character, and not at all rich, 
it was difficult, theq, to find a motive 
for the crime. Two very much muti­ 
lated lingers were picked up a few 
yards from tho corpse. It was appar­ 
ent that the murderer’s weapon had 
exploded, and the discovery of the de­ 
bris of an old pistol confirmed the sus­ 
picion. The police for a lonir 
tim e 
sought a man with his hand mutilated 
in the manner mentioned. 
At length they heard of an Arab 
brigand of the name of Ayachi Abdal- 
lah. who was a terror to ihe whole 
country, and an exiKMlltiou against him 
was organised. Ayachi Abdullah was 
discovered among 
some 
ruins near 
Lake Fezzarut He had lost two lin­ 
gers of the right band. At first lie 
denied his guilt, but finally confessed, 
saying that he was instigated to com­ 
mit the crime by M. Rambert, banker 
of Fhillippeville, and his partner, M. 
Camillieri fils. 
It appears that the year before M 
Flandin, cousin of M. Camillieri. had 
determined the father to disavow* the 
debts which hi* son had contracted in 
hi* partnership with M. Uawliert. thus 
depriving tin* latter of a wealthy sloeje 
itig partner. Flandin had written to 
the 1‘rooureur of the Republic, ut I’hil- 
lipi>eviHo, after this event, that if any 
misfortune happened to him it would 
be at the hands of Camillieri tils and 
Rambert. The murderer was promised 
a sum of 700 francs when his task was 
accomplished. 
Finally the court condemned Ram­ 
bert and Ayachi Abdallah to death. 
Camillieri, who was recognized as a 
mere dupe of Rambert, was acquitted.

the crime occurred. Dr. Renz, the 
expert chemist, from St. Paul, who 
examined the stomach of man and 
dog testified to finding strychnine in 
both. 
At the end of the examination 
Jackson was held to appear before 
the grand jury without bail. 
W. A. Fleming represented the 
state at the examination and J. N. 
True was the attorney for Jackson. 


Lei the Contract. 
The city council held a very inter­ 
esting meeting on Monday evening

Mother ami daughter cremated. 
The Bunnell block in Duluth was 
burned on Tuesday at Midnight and 
Mrs. James Meagher and daughter 
Celia were burned to death in the 
building together with several other 
people. 
Mrs. Meagher had just 
moved from Brainerd to Duluth, 
having lived here for many years, and 
was engaged in dressmaking business 
to gain a livelihood for herself and 
children. Her husband James Meag- 
ear was killed by the cars in this city 
four or five years ago, he being a 
member of the firm of Day and 
Meagher. Trouble seems to have 
followed her ever since her husband 
died, and her shocking death was a 
blow to the many friends in this 
city. The funeral occurs today from 
Losey & Dean’s undertaking rooms, 
the services having been held in 
Duluth before the remains were sent 
here. 
The sister of the deceased, 
Mrs. Mary Conklin, lies at the point 
of death from a protracted illness. The 
Duluth News-Tribune says of the sad 
accident: 
Bright and early yeaatorday morn­ 
ing the ghastly Work of searching 
among the black ruins for the bodies 
was begun, an d ‘the task was little 
more than began, when the bodies of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Meagher and her small 
invalid daughter, Celia, were dis­ 
covered in the south end of the ruins, 
near where the stairs had been. 
It 
appears that the unfortunate woman, 
who occupied a room with her five 
children in the northwest corner of 
the building, had been wakened by a 
police officer when the fire broke out, 
and, after starting her youngsters out, 
had attempted to save some of her 
effects. The children, all but Celia, 
finding exit impossible by the north 
stairway, went down the stairs on the 
other end of the building, but the 
mother and her little daughter never 
Sot out and were consumed in the 
ames. The body of Celia was found 
lying across that of her mother who 
had evidently raised her hands to 
keep the cruel flames from her face, 
as the members still remained in that 
? 
3sition when the bodies were found, 
he frantic woman in her agony had 
bitten a huge bit of flesh from the 
back of her hand and the charred 
shreds still clung to ht*r parted lips 
The small girl was literally roasted, 
although her features were easily 
recognizable by those who knew her. 
Mrs. Meagher was about 35 years of 
age and supported her five children 
by taking in dressmaking, her hus­ 
band having been killed several years 
ago in a railroad accident. 
The un­ 
fortunate woman had lately moved 
into the fated building from the 
Pastoret-Stenson block, and was get­ 
ting along comfortably. Her children, 
three boys and a girl, will be cared 
for by her brother, A. C. Kennedy, 
No. 16 East Second street. 


A Little F alls Version. 
The Transcript gives the following 
version of the prize fight which did 
not occur in that city between Wm. 
Megquier and John Pacia: 
There was naturally much discus­ 
sion as to why Pacia a d not show up 
according 
to 
agreement. 
Pacia 
claims that there was an agreement, 
by which Megquier was to go out in 
the ninth or tenth round for a con­ 
sideration, and that without some 
such 
understanding 
Megquier 
would’nt fight. Megquier claims that 
any agreements he made were for the 
purpose of inducing Pacia to make 
the contest, and that he had to con­ 
sent to a defeat in order to get Pacia 
to make his second deposit of stake 
money. The correspondence between 
the men took place after the articles 
were signed, and before the second 
deposit was made. After the second 
deposit was made Pacia became more 
careless about his training, and was 
certainly not in the best shape for a 
prize fight oc-June 20. On the other 
hand, Megquier then began his hard­ 
est work, secured one of the best 
trainers in the state, and prepared to 
make as good a fight as possible. 
Just before the time for the contest 
Pacia began to realize that he had de­ 
ceived himself in the matter and 
would not be able to make his beet 
showing if be appeared. He decided 
not to show up, and the stakeholder 
has given up the money, after paying 
expenses. It is strange that Pacia 
did not appear anyway, ss his share 
of the gate receipts would have been 
at least $2 0 0, and the effects of a soft- 
glove tight coaid not have been very 
serious to him. It is certain that on 
the start Pacia was anxious for the 
fight, and for a while insisted on hav­ 
ing the stakes mueh larger than Meg- 
quier’s backers desirea. 
When the 
time for the contest 
approached, 
however, there were barrels of Meg­ 
quier money ready, at the time it was 
thought Pacia was in good shape and 
anxious to fight. 
The only excuse 
for Pacia is that he went into a 
crooked deal and got fooled, and that 
is not to his credit in any wav. 
On 
the surface the Megquier people acted 
all right, and it is not their fault the 
fight wasn’t a go. 


New Shops and Street Paving. 
The committee who waited on the 
Northern Pacific people in St. Paul 
last Saturday in regard to the paving 
of Front street, were not successful 
in securing the end sought, although 
Manager Mellen was not seen and 
what business was transacted was 
done with Assistant Manager Pierce.
